MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

the Underfigned, Commiflioners appointed for enquiring into the feveral 
Eunds and Revenues granted for the purpofes of Education, and into the 
{late and condition of all Schools in Ireland upon public or charitable founda- 
tions, in purfuance of the powers veiled in us. Beg leave to fubmit to Your Grace 
our Report upon the prefect Hate and condition of the Endowment called 
WiLsow’s Hospital; 

WILSON’S HOSPITAL, fituate in the County of Weftmeath, Ireland, was 
founded under the Will of Andrew Wilfon, of Piersheld, in faid County. The 
Will, in the following words, Rates the Hofpital to be intended “ for the habi- 
^‘tation of aged Men, being Proteftants, and decayed Houfekeepers of the 
County of Weftmeath, and other adjacent Counties, not exceeding Forty ; and 
alfo for the habitation of Proteilant Male Children of the faid Counties, not 
^‘exceeding One hundred and Fifty: Alfo to erect a School-houfe, to be 
■“ adjoining to laid Hofpital ; the aged Men and Children to be fupported with 
Diet, Clothing, and Firing, and all other neceflaries for their fubfiflence.” 
This Will, after fome litigation, was confirmed by an Ad* paffed the Second 
year of the King, and the Truilees and Guardians appointed by the Will were 
made a Body Corporate, with a Common Seal, and with powers to elect Officers, 
to let Lands, to appoint Salaries, ibnn Rules, and make Bye Laws: And by 
one fweeping Claufe towards the end of the Ad, they are enabled to manage the 
Effabiilhment as they pleafe, provided they do nothing contrary to Law. 

The Tniftees are the Primate of all Ireland, the Archbifliops of Dublin and 
Tuam, and the Biiliops of Meath and Kiimore. 

BUILDINGS. 

Tlie Hofpital was finiffied in the year 1761. It is a fquare building enclofing 
a court, that is furrounded by a corridore that makes part of the lower ilory, and 
by means of which there is eafy accefs to all the lower Offices. Each lide of 
this fquare building is one hundred and twelve feet long externally. 

The principal front is a handfome Doric building, funnounted by a Cupola. 
Two wings are conneded by corridores with the main building 5 one of thefe is

. 175. A a Dining- 
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a Dining-room, about fixty feet long and thirty feet wide; the other a School 
* room, of tile famCf^limeiifions. The height and jjroportions and fize of thefe 
rooms, are uncommonly well adapted to the purpofes for which they are intended- 
there are large windows on each fide which open eafily. There is a large fire* 
•place in each of tliefe rooms, and they are properly furniflied. Over thefe are 
fpacioiis Dormitories, with windows on each fide as in the Halls below ; they 
Iiave no fire-places, but they have chimnies, by which a conftant circulation ^ 
air is produced, even when the windows are fhut. The principal buildino- con- 
tains on the ground floor, a Kitchen, and every neceffary convenience for fho 
Efiabli/liment. 



The firft'fioor is allotted for the refidence of the Chaplain, who is ‘Superinten- 
dant; and for the lodging of the old men. The upper ftory is occupied by the 
family of ihe Superintendant, by the Schooimafier, and other Oflicers. This 
building a!fo contains a haiidfome and commodious Chapel. Near the Houfe 
there are very extenfive Offices almofi furrounding a yard, which is 257 feet in 
length by 72 in breadth. 

Thefe Offices contain ftabling for above twenty liorfes, large cow-houfes and 
.flaugher-houfes ; cai-penter’s fhop, fmith’s forge, and other ufeful Offices; befides 
an Infirmary. Over thefe Offices are granaries and hay-lofts, which have been 
lately added to thefe buildings. And behind the Hoafe Is an extenfive Garden of 
four Iriffi acres, equal to more than fix Engliffi acres. Thi.s Garden is not as pro- 
duaive as it ought to be; nor are the Boys made as ufefnl as they might be in 
. keeping it neat and clean. 

■Obfervationa on buildings belonging to the Charity have been lately new-faffied, and they 

Ikiiijings. ,.are during this fummer to be pinned and dq/hed, and painted ; the chimnies and 
^ cupola,^ which let in water, are to be flated, without depending on mortar or 

putty, in fuch a workman-like manner as will need but little repair for many 
years, except what regards painting, which ffiould hereafter be confidered as part 
of the ordinary expence of the eftabliffiment. The floor of the School-room is in 
a mifcrable ftate; it Ihonld be floored with oak, which from its hardnefs is not 
-only much more durable than deal, but from its fmoothnefs it can be more eafily 
.kept dean. The ftairs and fome of the paffages of the Hofpital are of hard 
fmooth limdlone, they confequently condenfe the moifture of the atmofphere 
.both in winter and fummer; while thefe .flairs remain, it is impoffible to keep the 
ddoufe tolerably clean, and confequehtly the Children at the Hofpital cannot 
learn the habit or the love of cleanlinefs. 

To remedy this inconvenience, flairs of Portland Hone, or, if it can he had, of 
■fome coarfer freeflone, ffiould be fiibflituted for limeflone. This improvement 
would be expenfive at firft, but it would be amply compenfated by the effefts. 

The furplus now in the hands of the Treafui-er, with what mufl be accumulated 
before the propofed improvements can be finiffied, will be fo great as to furiii/h 
money for them all, and to leave a balance of £. 2,000. at the difpofal of the 
Tniflees. ^ 



If the Farms belonging to the Floufe ffiould be let, there will be a very large 
range of buildings unoccupied, which may be converted moft advantageoiifly 
into Woikfhops, where the Boys may be taught various manufafilures, particularly 
one of the Ofiices, which is a turf houfe eighty feet long; and if coals, which may 
now be had at a reafonable price, were ufed inflead of turf, this large building 
might alfo be converted into AVorkfiiops,

OFFICERS.. 

Xhe Officers of this Eftablifhment are a Chaplain, whofe falary is limited by 
the Act to £. 20. ; he is alfo Superintendant, with a falary £. s. d.

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• He has alfo in the Houfe, diet, lodging, coals, candles. 
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Two Men fervants are paid hy the Superintendant. There is alfo a Boy who 
is an apprentice. All thefe have their diet ip the Houfe. 

A Phyfician and Apothecary are not in the lift of Officers, they are called in. 
and paid when their fervices are required. 

OLD MEN. 

In the year 1808, eighteen aged Men were upon the Eftablifhment in the 
Houfe, and two were maintained out of the Houfe. 

BOYS. 

In the fame year one hundred and feven Boys were in the Houfe. In page 
16, the number of Men and Boys upon the Eftablifhment is ftated for the 
lad feven years ; there is alfo fubjoined, an Account of the number of Boys dif* 
pofed of from the Hofpital from'1789 to 1808, in the Appendix, Number 3. 

Candidates for admiffion are to be recommended by the Minifter and Church- 
wardens of the Pariflies in the Counties of Weftmeath and Longford, and the 
neighbouring Counties. They cannot be admitted without an order from two 
of the Truftees. ' 

The Boys remain from five to fix years in the School ; and twelve or fourteen 
Boys every year are apprenticed to various trades. A fait of clothes is given to 
the Boy who is put apprentice, with a fee of £. 5- allowed to his raafter, which 
is not paid till the apprentice has been with the mafter two years. 

The Boys rife at fix in the fuminer, and feven in the winter; they remain 
feven or eight hours in School, but have but little occupation out of doors. 

INSTRUCTION. 

They are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic. They write uncommonly 
well, and in.general have made, according to their years, a confiderable proficiency 
ill arithmetic. Till lately they read very ill, but within a few months they have 
made an aftonifhing progrefs in reading and fpelling, under a new Mafter brought 
Overby his Grace the Primate, from Dr. Bell’s eftabliftiment in England. The 
pupils are very well inftruaed in the Catechifm and its explanation. A lift of 
the Books ufed in the School is fubjoined^ Stationary cofts yearly above £. 28.

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they have hats and great coats. Their coats coft two guineas, their great coats 
one guinea and an half, their fljoes eight Englidi fhillings a pair. 

The Boys alfo are clad, by contradl, in blue turned up with orange, with two 
caps of the fame colours. Their clothes col>. one pound one tliilling, their flioes 
at five Englifli fhillings a pair. The Boys have now clean linen three times a 
week. 

DIETARY. 

The old Men are each allowed five times a week, one pound of meat, weighed 
before it is drelTed, equal to ten ounces dreffed, and without bone, and excellent 
•wheaten bread, and one quart of beer; for breakfaft fix ounces of'wheaten bread, 
with milk, or more commonly with butter-milk. On other days ten ounces of 
bread, beer, and three ounces of butter; for fupper fix ounces of bread, and 
beer. An allowance of three pence per week is given to each of the old Men for 
tobacco. 

The Boys have, according to their ages, five or fix ounces of bread for break- 
faft, and milk; for dinner four days in the week, beer or milk, and from fix to 
feven ounce.s of bread. Three days in the week fix ounces of drefled meat, and 
four ounces of bread with beer; fuppers the fame as breakfafi. 

This Dietary is too profufe, as appears by the expenditure of the eftablilh- 
ment, and from the frequent deteftion of embezzlement pratlifed by the old 
Men, who fecrete, and fell their provifions. But, upon the whole, the diet and 
mode.s of living of thefe Boys muft be highly falutary, as but two Boys have died 
in Wilfon’s Hofpital during twenty year.s. 

There are printed papers of the rules and regulations of the Hofpital, a copy of 
which is aiinexed to this Report. 

Obferoations on Funds and Accounts. 

The number of acres in the rental is 3,058 3 10, the rent .£*. 3,102. 5.?. moft of 
the leafes were made for z i years, in 1801, and are at the rate of little more 
j than one pound per acre, and fome of the Lands are now unteuanted. 

From the preceding ftatements and others annexed to this Report, it appears, 
that there will foon be a furplus of more than 1,500, perhaps £. i,ooo, a 
year. 

The rents are received with pundtuality by Charles Hamilton, Efq. a gentlei 
man of fuch property and charadler as prevent any rifk or lofs. 

As a. very large coutmgent advance of the funds is expc( 51 ed upon t'le expira* 
tion of divers leafes, it is advifeable to have the Lands belonging to the Hofidtai 
furveyed and valued by an eminent Surveyor, upon whom the Tmfiees can reiyi 
Maps alfo Ihould be made of every part of the Eftates, a precaution which has 
been hitherto neglected. In making fuch Maps, wherever it can be efie6ted, the 
Proprietors and Occupiers of adjacent Lands thould be ferved with notices of the 
intended furvey ; and where it can he done, the mutual fignatures of tlie Propri- 
etors and Occupiers of adjacent Lands and of the. Truftees Oiould be infertecl in 
the Maps, to prevent future litigation. , Wherever any Farm is nearly out ofieafe, 
it will of courfe be advertifed ; but care fijould be taken that the Lands iJiould 
be advertifed in the moft extenfive and effedlual manner, fo as to preclude the 
pofiibility of combinations to defraud the Charity. 

'I’here is a balance in the Trecdiu'cr’s hands of 6. 3. after leaving a 

’fufficient fum to anfwer current demands •, the remainder of this balance thonid 
be veiled in the Public Funds, by not attending to this cireumftance, feven hun- 
dred pounds have been loft to the Charity witiiin the four lalt years. 

Tile doineftic Accounts of the Hofpital were formerly kept by a Steward, who, 
though ho was an honefl man, was not capable of managing fuch extenfive bn- 
finefs. Mr. Radcliff, the prefent Superiutendant, has for fome time kept thefe 
Accounts in Inch a neat, clear, and fafisfaclory manner, as to afford a perftcl 
infight into the receipts and diiburfements of the Hofpital, and into the profit 
and lofs of the Farms ; tliey are drawn up on engraved I'heets, each containing a 
Y eek's Accounts, Debtor und Creditor. Tiie amount of each folio is carried 
M-eekly to the end or the book, and arranged under varions heads of e.xpence in- 
cident to the Efiablillimcat.

As the average of three years aro pretty nearly the fiunOi there is fufbeient 
reafon to believe that the economy of tiie Honfe lias been regular, the expence • 
fioivever far exceeds that of other charitable Eftabihhments in the Country, which 
amoimts in general to Icfs than 15. per head, incluciing the Salaries, and Diet 
of Makers and Servants. 

Ohfervatinns on Officer!;. '■ 

The emoluments of Mr. Raddiff the Superintendant, altogether confiderably 
exceed feven hundred pounds per annum, being at the raie of eight or nine 
poumls per head on the Efiablillmient. On the otlier hand, the lataries of the 
other Makers are too fmall ; forty guineas is not fullicieut for a Maker properly 
qualified to teach fucli a large number of Boys, nor is 20. an adc-(juate falary 
for the ^Yriting Maker; the Makers kiottld not be confined lo tiie School room 
forfo many liours a day. The prefent Maker is not more than twenty years of 
age. If lie be allow ed to ha\ e fome time every day at his own dil'pofal, lie will, 
it may reafonablj' be iiop.ed, increafe bis knowledge, imjirove Lis undi rkanding, 
and by tliofe means deforve farther encouragement. ,-\a objcci, which in all 
fixations iliould be behl up to tlie Servants of the Public ; without iiope, even 
enthtifiafm finks into liftkknefs and inattention. 

dhe good condudl of Mr. Radclik, tiie prefent Chaplain and Superintendant, is 
acknowledged by thofe under bis care, by the voice of the Country, and above 
all by th{,‘ Trukees and Guardians of the Charity.- He received a wound durin.!^ 
the time of the Rebellion, in defence of the Hofi-i^al, whicii nearly <icprived him 
of the ufo of his right hand. He has reficled iivthe Hofpital twenty years, and 
has never been abfent more days than amount in the whole to fix months,' being 
f-tthe rate of nine days yearly, during that long period. It is therefore defirable, 
that he fliould be periniUed to retire upon terms adequate to bis juli claims ami 
teafonr.ble wiflies. 

Sappofing that fuch a meafure could be effedled, a falary of three hundred 
l>oundsa year, with ajiartments in the Houfe, a feparatc kitchen andofiices for his 
kmily (without any allowance for diet)'wou’d be an object to induce a Clergy- 
of good cbara'fter and abilities, and afiivity, to become the Superintendant, 
well as Chaplain to this Eftablikmient. 

The bufinefs of a Superintendant Ihould be to direct the Under Schoolmafters, 
3 -nd alfo to take an aftive kiare in adillinft department of the education of the 
youth in the Eftablifhment. Tie krould'havc nothing to do with the cares of the

OBicjisand fupplw the Houfe with the produce of the Land. It is dated, in a paper 
■liiiirua ions. ^ annexed, that the Farm is now as produclive as it would be if it were let, but the 

^ experience of moft gentlemen contradi6l this opinion. 

' The falary of the prefent Second Mailer dioiild be increafed after four or five 
years, perhaps to ^.'6o. per annum; and the feiary of the Writing Mailer 

^^ifappears that in the Foundling Hofpital in Dublin, the clothes and Iboes of 
the Boys are manufaaured in the Houfe ; this might be accomplilhed in Wilfon’s 
as well as in the Foundling Hofpital ; Hocking and otiier looms might be applied 
for to thofe Boards which are eftalililhed for the purpofe of encouraging our 
manufadures. And diould thefe applications fail, the accumulating Funds of 
the Hofpital coiild not be better applied than in furnifliiiig worklliops and tools 
'to teach early induftry in various branches of manufaclnre. It can fcarccly be 
doubted, that to breed up one hundred Boys to be able to earn tbeir own bread, is 
better than to bring up half as many more to be fcarcely fit to become 
Apprentices when they leave the Hofpital. For the purpofe of teaching the Boys 
:at Hblfon’s Hofpital fuch trades as will make them ufeful members of fociety 
when they are difeharged from the Houfe, it would be necelfary that proper 
Mailers fliould be engaged at moderate falaries to inftrud the Boys ; thefe falarles 
firouid in part be fixe<l, and in part they fliould depend upon the exertion and 
the fnccefs of the Mafiers ; they fliould not be allowed to make the Boys work 
more than a certain number of hours in the day, but their reward fliould depend 
upon their teaching the Boys in that time to work well and expeditioufly. All the 
Boys, even the youngeft, fliould have a fiiare of the produ6l of their own indulliy, 
not in money, but in fuch indulgencies as are fuited to their age ; as they grow 
older, the money profit of their labour ibould be laid by for them to aflift in fetting 
them forward in life: Thus the Eflablifhment Ihould not in fad be fo much a 

manufadory for the benefit of the Houfe as for the benefit of the State ; affording 
•partly clothing for the Boys, and chiefly a fund for encouraging flcill and 
application. 

Such a Plan as this would prevent any difficulty as to finding proper Mailers 
•for the Apprentices ; becaufe the Boys would go out as Journeymen. The Boys, 
during the courfe of their education in the Hofpital, would alfo apply with 
•eagernefs to learn trades, when they could look forward to freedom and (o 
Tuceefs in the world, as their rewards when they fhould quit the Inftitutioti. Bo;^s 
at a certain age might be bound to their refpedive Mafiers in the Hofpital, and 
the periods of admiffion and difmiffion might be fo regulated as to allow fufficient 
time for all the purpofes that have been propofed. 

To fave expence, and to approximate the Eftablilliments for old Men and Boys, 
the Teachers of the different trades might, if elderly Men, be admitted on the 
Foundation, without in any degree infringing upon the intentions of the Founder, 
which appear to be not only charitable and beneficent, but wife and patriotic, 
Sp-aee for thefe EftabUHimeuts may be found in the prefent buildings of the 
Hofpital; if the Farm belonging to it were let, the houfes that have been built 
for labourers near the Hofpital, would ferve as offices for the Farmer, who fliould 
have no connection with the Hofpital, but to fupply its demands at a certaia 
rate and in certain quantities. 

Among other healthy and profitable employments for the Boys would be the 
cultivation of a mirfeiy for trees, M’hich is much wanted in the neighbourhood. 
The garden belonging to the Hofpital, which contains above four acres, affords 
an excellent opportunity for fuch an inftitution. The Boys at prefent do fcarcely 
any work out of doors, except hay-making and picking potatoes; they are kept 
Teven or eight hours every day at fedentary employments for feven years. Now 
It is moft certain, that by the prefent modes of inlimbtion they might be taught 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, in one tenth part of that time, and both their 
minds and bodies would be improved by an alternation of aftive wwk and 
attendance in the fchool. A nurfery for trees would require conflant attention, 
but no violent labour ; it would be an am ufing occupation, and might be 
intereftingto the Boys by giving them fome iliare of the profits, and by allowing 
moderate competition among the little gardeners. To fuperintend their work, a 
careful gardener of an advanced age muff; be found ; he might be admitted into 
the Houfe as one of the old Men, if it were thought expedient. 

In the literary education of the Boys, advantage might be made of the time 

gained 
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cainpd bv the new method of teaching to read. There are many books now for 
YQijiio- people which inculcate religion and morality, and at the fame :ime con\ey 
ufefuf inftra6tion on the common aflait'S of life. A fele6lion of thefe ihould be ^ 
made for the Hofpital, and they might be given as rewards to the Pupils. The 
siipcrintendant is at prefent allowed to difpenfe £.^o. a year in gratuities, this 
film might be increafed with advantage to the Edablifliment. 

Such are the general improvements that may be eafily ittade in the education 
of the Boys according to the prefent fyftem ; but by enlarging that fyftem, 
fomcthing more may be effected- It has already been obferved, that there will 
in three years be a clear furplus of at lead £. 2,000. a year, befide a capital of at 
lead £■ 2,000. It is but reafonable to expert, that fuch an income, and fuch a 
itiao^nificent Edabiifliment, diould yield to the Public fomething more than a yearly 
mamtetianee for twenty old Men, and the putting out ten or tw’elve Apprentices 
to ordinary trades. An attempt Ihould therefore be made to introduce a higher 
fpecies of education into the Hofpital, for fuch Boys as evince fuperior merit and 
abilities. This would not only be advantageous to thefe individuals, but it would 
create a laudable and efficient emulation in the whole School. 

Plan of an Upper School. 

The fil'd objedt would be, to felecl thefe Boys. For Ibis purpofe a regularhook 
•Oiould be kept by the Maffers, arranged under various heads in columns. The ^ 
comparative merit of each Boy might be marked under each head by numbers, ex- 
tending to three or four degrees. The conduct of each Boy fhould he marked daily 
bythe Mader, and brought forward to the enfuing page, fo that at the end of the 
•year the comparative merit of the Boys might be in fome degree afceitaiued. 
From the higlied of thefe three claffes, five Boys diould be annually fclefted by 
a Gentleman of probity and difeernment, chofen from time to time by the 
Tniftees of the Hofpital. I'liis Gentleman flionld examine the candidates in 
public and in private, feparately and together; he diould enquire from the Maders 
and Superinlendant their general opinions, not only of the talents and iadudry, 
but of the tempers and difpofitions of the Boys. 

The five Boys thus annually feledled, diould be didinguiflied from the low’er 
School by their drefs ; and when they are fit to leave the Hofpital, theyd.ould 
have a new and handfome fuit of clothes, fuch as arc worn by perfons in the 
ftatioii of life for wdiich their education and their own application has fitted, them. 

The Boys in this upper School Ihouldbe placed under the care of the Chaplain and 
Superintendant. By him their religious and general indru61ion diould be extended ; 
they lliould be taught the higher branches of practical arithmetic, the practical ufe 
of algebraic calc.ulation, the common principles of mechanics, the common notions 
•ofchemidiy and botany, which are now almod univerfally dilTeminated in other 
countries; common fiirveying and menfuration, not only on paper bat in the 
fiekl. The Mead-Mader diould employ not more than four hours in the day in 
thefe infmiflions, part of which time ihould be fpeut out of doors, wdiere many 
•common objects might become the means of inculcating uftTiil knowledge. 

. Itmay be faid, that Clergymen fufficiently qualified to become Maders of fuch 
an Inditution cannot eafily be found; this difliciilty will foon ceafe, when young 
men at the Univerfity know that there is a demand for fuch talents, and this very 
difficulty will alfo prevent the fituation of Superintendant and Chaplain from 
becoming an objc6t of patronage ?md iiitered. 

The Boys Ihould likewife be taught the nicer parts of gardening, and the graft- 
ing and management of fruit trees. For this purpofe it is necefiary that the 
gardener of the Hofpital diould be a man drilled in every branch of his bufinefs. 
Many old gardeners might probably be found w'ho would be dedrous of an afy- 
lum in this Edablidiment, cfpecially if they had a good falaiy. 

For the upper School a library diould be fele6ted, containing books of more 
extended information than thofe of the lower School; the Superihtendant diould 
as much as poffilde lead the Boys to read and improve themfelves upon the parti- 
cular fubjefts which he teaches, endeavouring to introduce habits of thought, re- 
fleffion and invention, rather than of mere memory and repetition. Talents are 
to be found everywhere in Ireland; judgment and good fenfe may therefore be 
engrafted by patient care and well chofen inftriidtion. By proper early attention, 
by books of clear and eaf}’’ reafoning upon fubjefts that regard the future defti- 
tiation of the Pupils, by fmall and gradual reivards, promoting moderate and 
generous emulation, by keeping continually in their view the relation which their

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prefent labours have to their future eflabli/liment in the world; it is hoped, that 
fome improvement of tlie moral habits, as wcl! as of the underltandings ofthe 
I’ifing generation maybe flovvly ededted. From ignorance or ili-judged infuffici 
ent inftruriion, and from early examples of falfehood, difhoneflv and iufnbordina 
tion, have arifen imich of that propenfity to outrage and rebellion, which has been 
the misfortune and difgrace of this Country. 

The Boys educated in this higher School flionld be led to confider degradation 
from it as the extreme line of t)uni(hiuent ; hut if the Boys and Maltcrs are well 
chofen, the neceffify for this puniiiiment can feldom occur. The Boys In this 
department of the Inflitntion, will be prepared for (ituations higher than thofeof 
mere mechanics; for inftance, for thofe of Purifli Clerks and Schoolmaftcrs 
lituations which formerly were often united, and which are obvioudy fuited to eacli 
other, for the.Joint falaries of thefe occupations would enable a man to live re- 
refpedlabl-y, fo as to be looked up to in tlie Parifli, inftead of being oblio-ed to 
ftruggle for a mere fubfiltence. The Pupils of tliis higher School would alfo be fit 
for Country Surveyors, for Sub-Engineers and Overfeers, and Under-Agents 
clafles of men much wantf d in Ireland. They would alfo be peculiarly fit for 
Tutors in the families of Farmers, who live at a diitan.ee fi-om towns, and who 
are now obliged to employ perfons of ordinary manners and infufiicient acquire- 
ments. 

At all events thefe Boys, by their previous education in the lower School 
would be able t-o earn immediate bread as journeyinen in fuch manufadtiires as 
were taught in the Hofpital. But to tiiefe occupations they would not in all pro- 
bability be obliged to have recourfe ; as only live Boys would, according to this 
limited plan, be fent out yearly from this upper School, there can fcarcely be a 
doubt of finding places for them all ; particularly, if thofe who are firft fent out 
Ihould anfwer the expe< 51 ations of their employers. 

The lower School, and the tw^elve that go from it yearly, are feparateconfidera- 

tions. AFere the Inftitution of this fecondary and upper School to fail, its failure 

could not be confiderably injurious in point of difeiphne and expence ; were it 
to fucceed, it would be imitated wherever there are means of imitation! AVhat 
could more efifefilualiy encourage the great mafs. of the people to accept of educa- 
tion for their children, than being witnefs of the fuccefs of thofe who had obtained 
advantageous fituatioiis, by their own meritorious application while they were at 
School. 

Obfervatiojis on the Old Men. 

T prefent two of them live out ofthe Hofpital. 

j Hofpital, their diet is excellent in quantity and quality, their clothinc^ 

warm and decent, their lodging a palace, and yet as they are idle, ther are not 
contented. There feems therefore no fiiflicient motive, to induce the Truftees of 
Wilfon’s Ilofpital to increai'e the number of the old Men, unlel's they can be em- 
ployed ; and on the contrary, there appear the ftrongeft inducemehts from the 
hate and extent of the liiiildings, the healthinefs of the fitnation, the afliueticeof 
the funds, and tlie iiromifing ftate of their prefent mode of iiiftruaion, to enlarge 
and encour.age, and to render refpeSable the- education of as many Boys as the 
Mofpital can conveniently accommodate.

Ireland is one of the few Countries in the world, where abfoliite want, except 
in large cities, is imitnown, and as among the lower Irifli, filial pietv i.s peciiliarlr 
prevalent, retirement to an Hofpital in old age is unpopular; but care llioiild be 
taken fo prevent this prejudice from extending to the idea of educating Children 
in Hofpitais. 

Every means fliould be taken to render it creditable to have been educated in 
our public charitable Seminaries, which, frOm the Reports before this Board, ap- 
pear to be 111 a floiirifhing condition, and promife to be of extenfive and’ per- 
manent advantage to this Country.

An ACT for incorporating the Truftees of Wilfon’s Holpital in -the county of 
Weftmeath, and for other purpoles mentioned therein. 

Anno Regni fecundo Georgii III. Regis. 

W HER'EAS Jndrew Wilfon, late of Piersfield in the county of Weftmeath, Efq. by 
his laft Will and Teltament in miting, bearing date on or about the ninth day 
of Febrnaiy, in the year one thouland feven hundred and twenty-four, devifed the lands of 
Piersfield, Uxceptmg the manfion-houfe thereof, and one hundred acres of land next 
adjoining 'thereunto) the towns and lands of Mullinoaran, Templeoaran, Monktown, Syfm, 
Hathcorballis, Downs, Gaiwagh, Ballygavey, Ballybegg, Quoine, Croflans, Rathbane, and 
Tleatliland, all fituate, lying and heing in the county of Welimeath; and aifo part of the 
towns and lands of Little Rath Dan's, and Boddingtown, fituate in the county of Kildare j 
•and allb, the faid Andrew Wilfon’s tythes and glebes, fituate, lying and being in the parifh 
uf Balrothery and county of Ditblin, with their and every of their rights, members and 
appurtenances, unto certain peifons in the faid Will named, for a term of fixty-one years, 
to commence from his death, if his wife Margaret Wilfon, his brother-in-law Thomas 
Strongman, Elizabeth, the -wite of the faid Thomas, and his the faid Teftator’s neices, 
Elizabeth Echlin, Sufanna Bomford, and Elizabeth .Sirapibn, or any of them, fhould fo long 
•live, upon certain trufts in the faid Will particularly mentioned. And the laid Tcftator, by 
'his laid Will, devifed his manfion-houfe of Piersfield, and one hundred acres of land, ne.xt 
adjoining thereunto, to his laid wife Margaret Wilfon, for her life, if flic fliould fo long 
continue his widow : and further devifed all the lands, tythes, tenements, and hereditaments, 
devifed as aforefaid, for the term of fixty-one years, (fubjecl to the i'everal trufts tlierein 
declared concerning the faid term) and the faid manfion-houfe and lands of Piersfield, from 
tile death or marriage of his wife (which foever fhould firft happen) unto certain peifons 
•named in the faid Will, and their heirs, to the ufe of his nephew William W-ilfon, for his 
life, and from and after the determination of that eftate, to the ufe of certain Truftees and 
tlieir heirs, for the life of the faid William Willbn, upon truft, to preferve contingent 
remainders ; and from and after the death of the faid William Wilfon, to the ufe of his 
firft and other fons, lucceflively in tail male, with a power to the faid William Wilfon, and 
to all and every other pei'fon and perfons, when in the adlual poffcllion of the premifes, by 
viriiie of the limitations aforefaid, to make leales thereof, for any term or number of years 
not exceeding twenty-one years, at the full improved yearly value; and from and after the 
death of the laid William Wilfon, without ilfue male, to the ufe of Boleyn Whitney, Efq. 
and the faid William Wilfon, and their heirs, to the intent and purpofe, that they, or the 
furvivor of them, or the heirs of fuch furvivor, fliould, by licence of alienation in mortmain, 
or by other lawful means, convey all and Angular the premifes unto the Lord Primate of 
Ireland, the Lord Archbifhop of Dublin, the Lord Archbifliop of .Tuam, the Lord Biihop 
of Meath, and the Lord Bifliop of Kilmore and Ardagh, and their fuccclfors, (fubjeift to 
certain annuities, charges and powers given by the laid Will) upon tvuit, out of the yearly 
rents and profits of the premifes, (within the fpace of feven years after the deceafe of his the 
Teftator’s faid nephew, without ilfue male) to build and eredl an Hofpital on a convenient 
pfirt of the faid lands of Heathland, near to the cluirch of Leany, for the habitation of fuch 
number of aged IMen, being Proteftants .and decayed Uoufekeepers, of the county of 
Weftmeath, or other adjacent counties, as bv them fiiail be judged proper, not exceeding 
'file nil nibcr of forty ; and allb, for the habitation of fuch number of Protefrant M ale 
Children of the faid county, or other the adjacent counties, as by them fliould be judged 
Doper, not exceeding the number of one hundred and fifty, and alfo to erebl and build a 
■bchool-houfe to be adjoining to the faid Hofpital; the faid aged Men and Children to be 
maintained and fupported in the faid Hofpital, with diet, clothing, and firing, and all other 
■Jiecelfaiies tor their lubfi'ftcace, out of the rents and yearly income of the laid lands and 
•J.^5' C premifes ; 
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premifes; the laid aged perfonfr, for and during their lives, and upon the death of any of 
them, theiv room to be I’upplied with others, Rom time to time, tor ever, of the feicl county 
if fuch migiit be found therein, or otherwife, with fach others of the adjacent counties as tile 
faid 'jVuftees Ihould tkink proper objeols to be placed therein, being decayed Pioiiiekeepcri 
and Proteftants. And the faid- Children to be maintained and fupportert therein, until it 
lliould be judged proper by the faid truftees, tb'put them' Out apprentices to haudicfaft 
trades or callings: and the laid Teftator, by his faid Will, dirciTtcd, that the fticlTruftses, 
Iliould lay by, yearly, foine part of the faid rents of the faid lands, fuch as they Ihouid jud^e 
proper to lie given with the faid Chiidren as apprentice fees, the fame not to exceed thel'iur, 
often pounds flerling, to be given with each of them; and that as they fhwildbc put out from 
time, to time, their room fliould be fupplied w'ith others of the faid county, if they might be 
had, or otherwife, of the adjacent counties, for ever ; and that, in the mean time, they ihould, 
be taught to read and to write, and to be carefully inftrui5fed in the grounds of the 
Ih-oteftanf religion, and be taught the cate'cbifm, and to fiug the p&lms; and that the faid 
Truftees fhould for this purpofe appoint Proteftant Schoolinafters from time to time, with 
fuch yearly ftipends and falaries as by them fiiould be judged proper; and alfo, other 
fcrvaiits for attendance on the faid aged Men and Children, for their accommodation in the 
faid Hofpitai, with fucli yearly wages as they fliould think fit, and that the laid Lords, tlic 
Biihops, and their Snccelfors, Ihourd ereiR and build a Chapel adjoining to the faid Rolpitah 
and from time to time, for ever, appoint a Chaplain to be refident in tlie faid Hofpitai, and 
to be accommodated therein with diet, lodging, and firing, and to be paid out ot the rents 
and profits of the premifes, fuch falary as they Ihould think proper, not exceeding the yearly 
fum of twenty .pounds fleriiiig, and that fuch Chaplain fliould read' prayers once every week 
day in the faid .Chape), according to the fervice ufed in the eftabliflied Church of ireland, 
and allb on the Lord’s clay as often as there fliould be no fervice in the parifli chitvcli of 
Leany, and fliould annually on every ei.ghth day of September, (being the faid Teftator’s 
birth day) preach a feruion to the aged Men and Children to be fettled in the faid Hofpitai, 
to keep his charitable intention in their remembrance; and the faid Teftator, by his laid 
Will further dire<S:ed, that the Minifters of the parilh and town, of Mullingar, and the 
Ciiaplain to be appointed as aforefaid, fhould from time to time infpect into tlie condition 
and management of the faid School and Hofpitai, and report the fame to the faid Trultces; 
and further directed, that the faid Truftees fliould lay by yearly, out of the rents and profits 
of the faid premifes, fuch fums as they fliould judge necelfary for repairing the laidSchooI- 
lioufe, Hofpitai and Chapel, and that the clothing for the faid Children fliould be blue 
fuks, turned up, or fiiced with orange colour and caps, and that the clothing for the faid 
aged men be of the fame livery, with badges and hats ; and further diredied, that any of his 
name or kindred, who fliould yiply to be rcceived into the faid Hofpitai fliould be preferred 
and admitted into the, fame, before any others. And the laid Andrew W’ilfon did reconimeml 
to the Right honourable George, then Lord Forbes, and now Earl of Granard ; to Sir Henry 
Pierce, Bart, and to George Rochfort, Efq. (both fiiice deceafed) and their heirs refideuts in 
the faid enmity, to infpeft into the condition and management of the laid School and 
Hdfpital, to flic end that by their countenance andinfpedlion into the fame, the faid intended 
Charity might be for ever eftabliflied and regulated, inoft for the honour of God, and the 
fervice of the Publick. And did appoint that the aforefaid Lords, the Bifliops, or any three 
of tiiem, might from time to time make and eftablifli rules and ordinances, for the better 
government and regulation of the faid Chai-ity ; and the faid Teftator, by his faid Will, 
appointed li:s faid nephew William Wilfon, and the laid Bclcyn Whitney, Executors 
itiercof, and bequeathed unto his faid Executors all his perfonal eftate, upon tmft, that they 
Ihould thereout, and out of the rents of his real eftate (in cafe of a deficiency in his pcrfoual 
eitate) pnrehtde lands of inheritance of the yearly value of four hundred pounds fterling, 
and convey the fame to the ufc of the faid "Wiilkun Wilfon, and his ifl’ue male, and from 
mid after his death without ilTue male, to the ufe of the faid Truftees and their fuccefTors, 
uiioa the trufts beforementioned, in relation to the faid Charity, and for augmentation 
of the revenues thereof. 

And whereas the faid, Andrew Wilfon died foon after the making of the faid Will, without 
ilTue,^ leaving the faid W'iliiam Wilfon his nephew and heir at law ; and upon his death, 
the laid WjJiiam Wilfon became leiled and pofTcfTcd of the faid lands and premifes, r.nd 
continued in the feifin and poireftion thereof, under the faid Will, until his death, and in 
pnrluance of the faid W^ill (being the adfing Executor of the faid Andrew Wilfon) he 
purchafed certain lands of inheritance hereinafter mentioned ; that is to fay, the tow-ns and 
lands of Comberftown otliorvviie Cumberitown, Chriftianftown, and Blackhill, all fituate, 
lying, and being in the county of Weftrneath; and alfo, the towns and lands of Tonnine, 
otherwife flonyn, Aghnafpeck otherwife Aghnafpick, Knapogc, Aghnabohy othorwife 
Aghuaboy, lituate, lying, and being in the county of Longford, with their and eveiy of 
their rights, members and appurtenances ; and by his laft Will and Teftaracnt in writing, 
bearing date on or about the twenty-fifth day of March, in the year one thoufaiid feveii 
hundred and thirty-eight, devifed the fame, together wdth the towns and lands of Gaiww, 
^‘'*1 Capentack, in the county of Weftrneath, to the Reverend Giles Eyre, dean 

. ‘1 Reverend .John Wynne, precentor of St. Patrick, and the laid Bokyp 
u liitney, and their heirs, upon trult, that they Ihould with all convenient fpeed, after Ins 
the fame to the perfons in the Will of his faid uncle Anclrev,’ 
" in” Truftees for the eftates thereby devifed, for the fnpport of the School 

i • 1 to makeup four hundred pounds yearly augineiilation to 

the laiu bchool and Hofpitai; and the faid William Wilfon annexed to his faid Will, dire®

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Cotlicifej which were all duly executed and. altered, the fii-ft bearing date the fold twenty- 
■fifth day of March, _ in the year one thouland fevon hundred and diirty-eight, the fecond 
•bearing date the fifteenth day of Odlober, one thoufand feven hundred and forty, and the 
third bearing date the day of -in the year one thouiknd feven 

hundred and forty-two, by the fecond of which Codicils, the faid , William Wilfon further 
directed and appointed that in cafe he, the faid William Wilfon fiiould pay and discharge 
.all the debts alieefiog his real and peribnal efiate before his deceale, that then and in fuch 
.•cafe, the fnm of four thoufand pounds fiiould be paid out of his real and perfonal efiate, 
the laid fnm to go and mure as an augmentation to the Charity appointed by the Will of

That no aged Man or Boy be received into the Hofpitai without a cei’tificate firft had 25th November 
from the Miniftev and Churchwarden or Churchwardens of the parilh wherein luch Man or ^ 7 ® 5 - 
Boy-refides, of their poverty, name, and religion ; fuch certificate to be laid before the ■ 

Committee by the Superintenikmt for their approbation for admittance, and none to be 
admitted but by order in writing from the Coinmiitee. 

Tiiat an annual fum of three u;uineas he paid to the Countv Hofpitai at Mullingar by this 
Board. - ... 

That all the lands of Piersfield, in the county of Weftmeath, belonging to this Board,' 23d March, 1770. 
fituate between the avenue leading down to the iioufe of Piersfield, in a firaight line to the 
bough of Trifternan, and between that line and the Cattle Mill, and the high road leading' 
along the other fide thereof, be referved (lor the ufe of the Hofpitai as an addition to the 
prefent demefne thereof) out of all future leal'es. 

That unlefs the Icveral Tenants- of the efhites of the-Charky pay their rents one half year, Cth May, 177a. 
within another, that the Law Agent lhall bring ejectments againit fuch of the Tenants as 
lhall be in arrears.

If any porlbii fliall keep fire or caudle lighted after the hour preferibed, the principal 
'Officers e.xccpted, he or flic fliali be puniihed at the diferetion of the Superintendant. 

No aged Man or Boy fliall be received into the Hofpital without a certificate firft had 
from, the Miniilcr and Cliurclnvardens of the parifli wherein fuch M.an and Boy refules, 
of his poverty, name, and religion ; Inch .certificate to be laid before the Committee for 
their approbation by the Supcnuteiidant, and none to be admitted but by order in writing 
from the Committee. 

All oflences, mirdemeanonrs, difbrders, and crimes, committed in faid Hofpital or elfe- 
'wlierc, by the inliabitaiits thereof, not hereinbefore mentioned, fliall be puniihed at the dil- 
•<TCtion of the Supcrintcudant. 

If the Superintendant fliall not enforce the obfcrvance of the above Rules, and main- 
tain orda', regnlarity and decency in faid Hofpital, he fhail become liable to have his com- 
miffion vacated by laid Truftccs and Guardians.
